British authorities hurried new 
police and military reinforcements 
to Bombay Saturday as civilians 
rioted there for a third day, dis- 
rupting rail traffic at scattered 
points in the restless sub-continent 
c India, while in Cairo national- 
ist-minded students told the Brit- 
ish to get their troops out of 
Egypt’s principal cities within two 
weeks or fate new violence. 

Looting, burning crowds were 


out early again in Bombay, attack- 
ing a bank, a postoffice and a mu- 
nicipal building despite the plea 
of leaders of the All-India Con- 
gress party for peace and an ap- 
peal by Mohandas K. Gandhi for 
an end to the “thoughtless orgy 
of violence.” 


British authorities set the cas- 
ualties in the Bombay riots at 67 
dead and 777 injured, a total of 
844. Indian estimates ran higher. 
The Bombay demonstrations be 
gan in sympathy for the strike of 
Indian crewmen of the Royal In- 
dian Navy seeking better pay and 
speedy demobilization, but contin- 
ued Saturday despite the uncondi- 
tional surrender of the strikers at 
Bombay, where they had seized 
warships and a barracks. 


EASED, SAY BRITISH 


A British communique said that 
on the whole the situation at Bom- 
bay was improving Saturday, and 
the surrender of the strikers, who 
apparently had become a sybol 
of Indians’ resentment against 
British authority, eased the situa- 
tion. 

But there were demonstrations 
at other Indian cities, and the In- 
gan assembly at New Delhi voted 

4-40 to censure the government * 
for mishandling the dispute with 
the Indian naval] strikers. Lead- 
ers of the Congress party, which 
has a large Hindhu representation, 
and the Moslem League alleged 
that the outbreak came from ra- 
cial discrimination and India’s fail- 
ure to have a truly national ad- 
ministration. 


Calcutta street :ar service was - 
halted by a one-day sympathy 
strike of workers. A crowd set a 
train afire at a rail station in 
Dadar, Bombay suburb, and 4an- 
other maltreated railway officials 
at Matunga on the same line. Cal- 
cutta dispatches said that demon- 
strators halted service on the East 
Indian railway near there by 
standing on the tracks. 

STREETS LITTERED 


Bombay streets were littered 
with garbage, rocks and shattered 
glass, and few shops were open. 
A military patrol injured six riot- 
ers trying to set a Salvation Army 
building afire. 

The British communique an- 
nouncing the surrender of naval 
strikers said there was every in- 
dication that they were behaving 
in orderly fashion. Rear Adm. A. 
R. Rattray, commander of Royal 
Indian Navy forces at -Bombay, 
assured the strikers that there 
would be no victimization. Nego- 
tiations for the surrender were 
handled by Vallabhai Patel, Con- 
gress leader in Bombay. 


Demands of the Cairo students 
for a quick evacuation of British 
troops in Egypt came as authori- 
tative London quarters said that 
Britain protested to Premier Is- 
mail Sidky Pasha’s new govern- 
ment over last Thursday's anti- 
British violence. These sources 
said Britain intimated that failure 
to prevent a recurrence might de- 
lay negotiations on Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty revision. Egyptian Nation- 
alists protest that the treaty, 
signed in 1936, infringes upon 


Egyptian sovereignty.

“The inquiry is proceeding as 
rapidly as possible, especially con- 
sidering the difficult circum- 
stances under which the work 
being done—it obviously must be 
done with greatest

In Ceramics 


Most people, even in the intel- 
ligentsia, just don’t know what 
ceramics is all about, complain the 
professors in the ceramic engineer- 
ing department at Georgia Tech. 
That despite the fact that it’s the 
fifth largest industry in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Most of those familiar with the 
word, they say, think its applica- 
tion is limited to pottery, china- 
ware and perhaps bricks. 

Intending to remedy this situa- 
tion somewhat and believing that 
an exposure for an hour or so to 
varied ceramic products would put 
most people straight, the Ceramic 
Engineering department at Geor- 
gia Tech last week held a ceramic 
exhibit and open house. Several 
hundred people thus were intro- 
duced to the intricacies of the in 
dustry. 

EIGHT FIELDS 

A complete array of products in 
each of the eight ceramic fields| 
was On display in the Ceramic En- 
gineering building. They ran the 
ceramic gamut from lofty statues 
to lowly spark plugs. 

Porcelain enameled wares and 
glass products, pottery and white- 
wares, refractories (firebrick) and 
abrasives (grinding wheels), rock 
wool and glass wool insulations, 
steatite porcelains for radar and 
radio and special lenses of radical- 
and-new compositions for aerial 
photography. All these and more 
were shown. 

In short there were examples 
of every branch on the ceramic 
tree. Professor W. C. Hansard de- 
finetl ceramics as all products 
“made of non-metallic minerals 
formed by firing to a high heat.”

Green said the bill’s provisions

McVay Guilty, 
Restored to 
Naval Duty 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—(/)— 
The Navy announced Saturday 
that Capt. Charles B. McVay III 
guilty of negligence in the 
sinking of the cruiser Indianapolis 
but that the sentence had been re- 
mitted and he had been restored 
to duty. 

At the same time, the Navy is- 
sued severe reprimands against 
four officers, two of them regular 
Navy, for failure to act promptly 
when the cruiser became overdue. 

Navy officials said the repri- 
mands in the case of the regular 
officers might interfere with their 
future promotion, 

McVay, commander of the In- 
dianapolis, previously had been 
cleared by a court-martial on 
another charge, of “culpable inef- 
ficiency.” This was based on an 
allegation that he failed to issue a 
timely order to abandon ship be- 
fore the cruiser went down July 
30, 1945, between Guam and 
Leyte. 

The court recommended lenien- 
cy in convicting McVay on the 
negligence charge that he “suffer- 
ed a vessel of the Navy to be haz- 
arded” by failing to steer a zig-zag 
course in an area in which subma- 
rines might be encountered. 

The leniency recommendation 
was concurred in by Adm, Ernest 
J. King, who was chief of the na- 
val operations at the time of the 
disaster, and by Secretary of Navy 
Forrestal. 

McVay has been released from 
arrests and restored to duty. 

Letters of reprimand — which 
will go into the personal records 
of the officers—were issued to 
Commodore N. C, Gillett who was 
in temporary command of the 
Philippine sea frontier headquar- 
ters at the time of the sinking; to 
Capt. A. M, Granum, operations 
officer at headquarters, and to Lt.

Never heard 
of anybody ever going there or 
anybody ever coming out.” 

“Well, if you do go,” said Mrs. 
Alice Pringle, a rural mail car- 
rier who knows these parts well 
but says she has never ventured 
over to Stokesville, “better carry 
plenty of water, some food, and 
bedrolls. And be sure when you 
come out to drop: by and let us 
know what's over there.”

A Changed City 


NUERNBERG, Germany.—(By Mail)—The 
shadow of the gallows hangs over the courtroom 
at Nuernberg, but one must look hard to see it. 

It is there, but all the while there is, somehow, a sense of unreality 
about it; a sort of Hollywood setting to it. 

All Gérman architecture is gloomy. All over the world court- 
houses have received a bad dea! from the profession of architecture 
and Germany is no exception. The Nuernberg courthouse is a 
large affair of wings, depressing and foreboding. 

It was repaired for th's trial. All about it are the shattered 
buildings which once were hung with the brilliant red. banners of 
Nazidom. the crooked cross, black and sinister, always dominating 
the scene. 

Trolley cars move before it. The Germans pass, but never once 
look toward the building witain which their leaders of yesterday, 
disowned and ignored, sit watching and listening to a trial which 
will decide how many necks will be stretched. They keep their 
eyes to the ground or they look straight ahead. The weight of 
defeat anc their own misery is heavy upon them, as their joy once 
made their steps light and gay.

We are fast slipping into the habit of automatically setting up 
a self-created boogey man, calling it Russia, and trying to frighten 
ourselves by reiterating, ‘Ooo! The Boogey Man!” whenever any- 
thing is said or done about Russia. 

It is of such foolishness that the seeds of international stupidity 
and war are sown. If we don’t take stock of this peculiar psychosis 
of ours, we'll be thinking of all Russians as ogres and we'll have 
all Russians thinking of all Americans as selfish, ruthless, villainous 
bombasts. 

Which, of course, is ridiculous from either viewpoint. -The truth 
being that Americans and Russians alike, 99.99 per cent of them, 
are just average, well-meaning, simple sort of guys trying to make 
a living and to get along in friendly fashion with their neighbors. 

Our big trouble, both ways, is we haven't yet thoroughly learned 
that the average guy at the other side of the globe is just.as much 
our good neighbor as Bill who lives in the next-door house. 

It seems simplest logic to me that Russia has 
Job at Home known too well what it is to suffer under armed 
invasion and under inhuman exploitation, by her own or by out- 
siders, to provoke any situation which could lead to war. 

Furthermore, she has too big a task on her hands in rebuilding 
her war-devastated cities and lands, in developing her industry and 
in opening up her vast natural resources to be concerned with ideas 
of warring against other nations. 

Russia, to be sure, emerges from the recent war as one of the 
two strongest powers on earth. The U. S. A. is the other. Britain 
is so weakened by the war burden she carried alone for so long, she 
cannot class as but secondary to both the U. S. A. and the U.S 
S. R. in wealth, economic or commercial strength and, even, in 
ability to wage war. 

Why on earth should these provocative creatures speak scorn- 
fully of folks who would be friends to all good men the world over, 
and try to gag them with the synthetic damnation of such terms as 
“Communist,” “Fellow Traveler.” etc.? I just don’t understand it, 
being a simple, trusting guy myself.

Georgias Governor 


Boys and girls under 21 vears of age could 
elect Georgia's governor this fall. 
They could, if they all went to the polis 


vote, and all of them voted for the same candidate, and the older 
citizens remained as negligent of their citizenship duties as they 


tr 


are today. These three “ifs” are not impossible of accomplishment. 
Youths are interested in voting. Most of them favor progressive 
candidates. And, sadly enough, older voters are not showing a 
great deal of interest in going to the polls, regardless of how much 
they talk politics. 


One-fourth of the state’s new registration list this summer could 
be comprised of young people casting. their first ballot in a guber- 
natorial election. These new voters have been born over a seven- 
year period, with Georgia reducing its voting age from 21 to 18 
years of age. In 1941, the qualified voter was 21 years of age. When 
the state lowered the voting age to 18, it automatically took in three 
years of voters—add these three years to the four years since the 
last gubernatoria! election, and you have new voters coming from 
a seven-year period. Ejighteen-year-old boys and girls voting for 
the new governor were only 14 years old when their parents voted 
in the last governor's election. 


: It is this youth factor and many other factors 
Most Unique that caused Commissioner of Agriculture Tom 
Linder, a keen political observer who has many friends and many 
enemies, to remark to us that this is the most muddled guberna- 
torial picture in the state’s history. Linder has been mentioned as 
a possible candidate for governor, but he said he would prefer re- 
maining as commissioner of agriculture. He says that anyone who 
thinks at the present time he knows how this year’s election will 
come out is badly fooled—because Linder doesn’t think anyone can 
tell a thing about the picture at the present time. 


There are too many unknown factors, Linder observes. Besides 
these boys and girls who have never voted for a governor before, 
there will be about 150,000 Georgia veterans who will be thinking 
differently in this election now that they have had experience in 
war. Indications are that many veterans are going to exercise their 
citizenship franchise, and that they are going to be kind of inde- 
pendent in their thinking about candidates. There is the possibility 
that Negroes will vote in the state Democratic primary this summer 
for the first time, and their attitude will be unknown. Elimination 
of the poll tax since the 1941 election will add potentially thou- 
sands of new voters to this year’s list. 


There is another unique item in this year’s primary. It may be 
the first time, in Linder’s recollection,-that two former governors 
have sought a comeback at the same time. In the past (during the 
Joe Brown and Hoke Smith campaigns), a former governor has 
competed with an incumbent seeking to hold onto the office, but 
never before have two former governors entered the race. Former 
Govs. Rivers and Talmadge are regarded as candidates this year. 
In addition to this, the incumbent, Gov. Arnall, plans to take tie 
stump for a third candidate, yet undisclosed. While considering 
the strength either of these governors have among their friencis, 
there is also to be considered the enemies each of them have made 


during their tenures. 


This will be the first time Georgians have waited four years to 
vote for a governor, and it is hard for political observers to know 
what they are thinking. 


This is a unique year in Georgia’s political history. 


: : While interest centers on candidates for 
National Tie-ups governor, there is far-reaching interest in 
who becomes Georgia’s next governor: Because he will have the 
privilege of naming the next delegation to the Democratic national 
convention, which will help select the candidate for president and 
vice president in 1948. The governor of Georgia elected this year 
will name that delegation. The Georgia delegation, under leader- 
ship of Gov. Arnall, supported Henry A. Wallace for vice president 
in the unsuccessful contest with Truman. Indications are that 
Wallace may seek the nomination of president next time. Nationa! 
Committeeman Rivers, who is seeking a comeback as governor, likes 
Truman. Former Gov. Talmadge, seeking a comeback, would not 
back Wallace, and might not support Truman. Linder has renewed 
his feud with Wallace.

Associate Justice William 0. 
Douglas had promise of a political 
future when he was appointed to 
the court in 1939 at the age of 40. 
He had not lost this promise five 


years later. He ‘was the other 
man, besides Harry S. Truman, 
whom President Roosevelt named 
as an acceptable vice presidential 
nominee in 1944. And there was 
a good deal of evidence that Jus- 
tice Douglas was Mr. Roosevelt’s 
personal first choice. 


ON SEVERAL OCCASIONS dur- 
ing the war, there was discussion 
of asking Justice Douglas to resign 
from the bench, as Justice Byrnes 
did, to take a key administrative 
job. If President Roosevelt had 
made a firm request, Justice Doug- 
las would have heeded it. Now, 
the war is over, and Justice Doug- 
las has no personal obligation to 
President Truman. The secretary- 
ship of the Interior, moreover, is 
perhaps not the most advantageous 
post for Justice Douglas, even if 


he were tempted to return to a 


‘more active public life. 


Justice Douglas is one of the 
hardest workers and biggest pro- 
ducers on the court. But he is 
only 47.

The necessity of co-ordinating 
the work throughout the nation, 
and to encourage and increase the 
financial participation and active 
control by the several states make 
it desirable that permanent enab- 
ling legislation take the place ,of 
the present temporary legislative 
structure.

Optical hard-coating is a boon to the sportsmen who uses any form 
of optical instrument, but it is particularly gratefully received by the 
iser of rifle scopes and binoculars. 


It may be said without fear of contradiction that once one uses | 


| hard-coated lenses he will never be completely satisfied with uhcoated 
| lenses. 

| In uncoated optical instruments,f Although the thickness of mag- 
nesium fluoride coating is only 
about one-millionths of an inch 
it is a great protection to the glass 


there is a loss of approximately 
'5 to 6 per cent of the incident 
light per surface. A single lens 
may reflect, or fail to transmit, as 
high as 9 per cent of its incident 
light. Coating each surface of the 
lenses reduces the deflection de- 
cidedly, anywhere from 1 to 3 per 
cent per surface, which means 
that this normally lost light trans- 
mission is added to the useful 
transmitted light. To give an ex- 
'ample of the distinct advantages 
of optica] hard-coating, in a scope 
having five lenses, 10 optical sur- 
| faces, the usual light transmis- 
'sion is approximately 60 per cent. 
_Not only is 40 per cent of the light 
lost but the reflected light event- 
ually reaches the eye as scattered | 
light which materially reduces the | 
resolving power of the telescope. 
The same telescope, when optical- 
ly hard-coated, will transmit ap- 
proximately 90 per cent of the 
light. The increased quantity of 
light is extremely noticeable un-| 
der poor light conditions such as| 
often encountered when hunting, | 
and the greater resolving power | 
aids in selection of targets when 
obscured by shadows. 


The fluoride 
hard-coating is an excellent insu- 
lator against atmospheric condi- 
tions which could possibly injure 
the giass. However, like any oth- 
er piece of optical equipment, 
hard-coated lenses must be treat- 
ed carefully in order to prolong 
their life. 

The telescope is growing more 
and more popular every day 
among all classes of rifle marks- 
men, and to the long-range var- 
mint shooters the telescope is an 
indispensable piece of equipment. 
To this army of scope-using sports- 
men optical hard-coating means 
that they can see better in less 
light, that a target almost hidden 
in Shadows can be distinctly seen, 
and that their shooting will give 
them more pleasure. 

I heartily recommend and in- 
dorse optical hard-coating of rifle 
scope and binoculars as an out- 
standing advantage, and predict 
that all makers of these items

Dreyfuss simplified life for thou- 
sands of housewives by taking the 
motors Off the top of refrigerators and 
housing them down below. Result: 
less noise, less stooping. 

In 30 seconds Dreyfuss solved the 
problem ‘of 200,000 fly-swatters that 
wouldn't sell. He suggested stamping 
them with a bull’s-eye and target 
lines. They sold like hot cakes. 


NEW ANGLE. It was Dreyfuss who 
put the small headlight on vacuum 
cleaners, who eliminated angles from 
bathroom fixtures so they'd be easier 
to clean. Other jobs were taking the 
ungainly bells off the tops of alarm 
clocks and making vacuum bottles 
square so they wouldn’t roll away. 
In 1938 Dreyfuss redesigned the 
20th Century Limited. He covered 
every detail, from showers for waiters 
and porters (an innovation) down to 
uniforrhs, china and even tickets. 
He does intense personal research. 
Before designing clocks, he stood be-

hind store counters to hear the com- 
ments of customers. Designing type- 
writers, he studied contours of finger- 
tips, length of fingernails. 

Dreyfuss is a New Yorker, 42, 
curly-haired and blue-eyed. His wife, 
Doris Marks, is active in his business. 
She wandered in long ago when a 
mutual friend recommended her as 
office manager. “I hired her,’’ Drey- 
fuss says, “because I decided on the 
spot I wanted to marry her.” 

She says she took the job because 
she felt the same way. Seems there 
are two Dreyfusses who know what 
they want.

Do you think politics 
is a dirty business? 
Then here’s something 


you can do about it... 


. man just out of the service was 
chatting with me, the other day, 
about the future. He was still trying to 
decide what to do for the rest of his life. 
“T’ll tell you one thing,” he said quizzi- 
cally. “I’m going to keep out of politics. 
You can have it.” 

I would have said the same thing a few 
years ago. I had no more notion of going 
into politics than you have -— assuming 
that you are the average American, and 
have none at all. 

I am still surprised sometimes, when I 
wake up in the morning and remember 
that I am a Congressman. But my greatest 
surprise is in finding myself liking politics. 
I was more or less pushed in, like a small 
boy who is given a shove into the water. 
And the water, so cold to the imagination, 
turns out to be fine! 

Come on in! I recommend it. 


I wap the same fear of politics that most 
normally sensitive men and women have. 
I knew that anybody in politics was tradi- 
tionally a target for abuse. I knew that 
George Washington was accused of having 
“the foulest designs against the liberties 
of the people,”’ that Jefferson was called 
“ta contemptible hypocrite,” that Lincoln’s 
embittered attackers ran out of epithets 
only from exhaustion. 

And I got my share of verbal sandbag- 
ging. I got booed, and I got hissed. But it 
didn’t hurt. When the campaign was over, 
I checked up and found that I had thrived 
on it. I not only got elected (on my second 
try) but I gained sixteen pounds. 

Campaigning, you get to meet fine peo- 
ple, make wonderful friends. I wouldn't 
trade the friends I’ve made in my home 
bailiwick for a million dollars. If elected, 
you get the opportunity to do things 
which make you feel good. 

More important is the satisfaction of 
having a hand in the guiding of the wheels 
of history. The theory of our democracy, 
of course, is that the hand of every man 
and woman helps guide those wheels. 

That is the way it ought to be, particu- 
larly today when the steps that govern- 
ment takes, or fails to take, may mean the 
difference between an era of unparalleled 
prosperity and one of great depression. 

We all believe that our best hope for 
wise decisions by government, for the right 
decisions, is in democracy. But you don’t 


make democracy work by baring your head 
when the flag goes by, nor even by going 
dutifully to the polls on election day to 
vote “‘yes” or “no” on the hand-picked 
candidates of political bosses. 

You make it work by politics —- and 
party politics, at that. Party machinery is 
the base of our government. To ignore it, 
to be superior to it is on a par with the 
concept of being “too proud to fight.” 

To think and act this way just makes it 
so much the easier for party bosses to push 
through a primary election, at which the 
“independent voter” doesn’t bother to 
vote, a Tweedledee and a Tweediledum 
between whom he may choose on election 
day. You can figure out for yourself how 
much force he’s exerting on history. 


A Famous publisher had a formula for 
running a successful newspaper : Get every 
subscriber’s name into the news columns 
at least once. Our democracy would run 
much more successfully if we could adapt 
that formula, and have every voter a 
candidate for public office at least once. 
Win or lose, it would be an eye-opening 
education in the way our machinery works. 

An absurd and impractical idea? Well, 
it certainly is not absurd and impractical 
to say that many more people could offer 
themselves for public office. If they did, 
we would have fewer people on the side- 
lines complaining of the low caliber of our 
public servants. And if everybody can't 
run, there is plenty of room for partici- 
pation in politics in other ways: working 
in the wards, precincts, districts, and vot- 
ing at every election. 


‘THese are days when the word ‘‘crisis”’ 
is seldom out of the headlines. As just one 
Congressman —- one politician, if you like 
I cannot turn every crisis into a trium- 
phant step ahead. But I can have the sat- 
isfaction of putting in my two cents’ worth 
of thought and effort. Believe me, it ts a 
real satisfaction. It 1s the deepest satis- 
faction of politics, whether you are in 1t 
as an elected official, a candidate or an 
active participant in the ranks of voters. 
Others more eloquent than I have 
pointed out the duty of every citizen to 
participate in politics. Yet when election- 
time comes around, some ignore it. Some 
take a quick look, shudder, and turn away. 
Some dabble a toe fearfully in the political 
waters, and beat a hasty retreat. Old 
hands, of course, wallow in. Some few new 
ones jump timidly, or allow themselves to 
be pushed. Others stand by, half afraid. 
What I am trying to tell you is that the 
water is really fine. 
Come on in! You'll be glad you did.

ON TOP OF THE WORLD 


by James R. Miller 


SUN EXPLORER: With this rare coronagraph, Walt Roberts studies the sun's edges to forecast our atmospheric conditions 


This family lives alone 
in a mountain pass 11,500 
feet up — and likes it... 


ALTER Orr ROBERTS is an earnest young 
man who makes his home and earns his 
living at an altitude of 11,500 feet* This is the 
height of the peak in Colorado's Rockies 
where, since 1940, Roberts has isolated him- 
self with his wife and two small sons to oper- 
ate one of the world’s three coronagraphs. 
The Robertses like their secluded existence. 
This is fortunate, because if you're going to 
work a coronagraph to best advantage, there’s 
no choice but to go topside and stay with it. 
The instrument itself, which has counter- 
parts only in France and Switzerland, is a 
telescope, with an eclipsing device, which sees 
and records what goes on around the edges of 
the sun. And this information is of great value 
to short- and long-range weather forecasters. 
It seems like going the long way around to 
get your weather, but when a great tongue of 
flaming gas shoots 400,000 miles into space, 
there are predictable results here on earth. 


Tipped Off Fleet Commanders 


Dunrinc the war, Roberts’ daily reports from 
the mountain top to the Department of Ter- 
restial Magnetism of the Carnegie Institution 
in Washington gave our fleet the tip-off on 
when and where short-wave transmission 
might be cut dead by atmospheric conditions. 
Now commercial air services, which rely on 
constant plane-to-ground communication, 
will be increasingly able to schedule radio-safe 
flights on coronagraph information. 

The mountain home of the Roberts family 
is frame, long and low. Beside it is the small, 
cone-shaped Observatory that houses the 
coronagraph. This week’s cover picture 
shows Roberts sighting through a tele- 
scope used to determine the clarity of the 
atmosphere. 

The snow that falls on one side of the 
Roberts roof runs down to the Pacific. That 
on the other side runs to the Gulf of Mexico. 
For this is Fremont Pass, ndgepole of the 
continent. The highest temperature on rec- 
ord is 68 degrees, the lowest, 32 below zero. 
The medium is anything but happy. A man 
from the nearby Climax molybdenum mine 
said of their summer season, “I missed it. 
I was in the mine both days.” 


Walter Is the Boss 


As For the family: Walter is 30, reflective, 
boyish looking, boss in the observatory, easy- 
going pants-wearer in the home. Janet is 
lively; quick-witted; wise, as a wife and moth- 
er, beyond her 26 years. David, 30 months old, 
is a towheaded tyrant. And Alan, a year old, 
recently uttered.the word, “Observatory.” 
Here’s a sample of the Robertses’ day 
more or less like 1,700 others they’ve had in 
the past five years. It begins just before sun- 
rise because Walter has to get at least one 
sunshot every day if it’s possible, and the 
dawn is usually clear. He goes out to the 
observatory, which is unheated, in heavy 
clothes, sets up his machine for photographs 
of the sun’s corona and spectrum, and shoots 
till he has what he wants, It may take up to 
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an hour, which means the coronagraph has to 
follow the sun. One of Walter’s improvements 
is a photoelectric poimter that keeps the 
‘scope dead on the sun. 

At the family breakfast, Janet reads to 
David and holds a bottle for Alan. Later, the 
family goes shopping. They always have to 
have a two-week supply of food, for a sud- 
den heavy snow can easily cut them off. 

In the afternoon they break out the 
skis. There’s a moderate slope starting 
30 yards from their front door. If they 
want steep runs, they go a couple of miles to 
the other side of the mountam. 

At night, the dishes are washed, the kids 
are popped into bed. Walter and Janet don’t 


smoke, but occasionally open a bottle of wine. — 


They have more than a hundred good books 
and a rich library of music recordings. Walter 
built them a short-wave radio, and they sub- 
scribe to 15 periodicals including the Denver 
daily that comes to their mailbox down the 
hill. Once in a while a friend from the mining 
camp drops in, but usually they’re alone. 


“We Know What Goes On’’ 


‘I 7 PROBABLY seems funny,” says Janet, “‘to 
enjoy sitting up here, but we're not hermits. 
We know what’s going on in the world, and 
we haven't stopped caring. We worried when 
one of the kids was sick, but we have a phone 
and the doctor skied right up to our door.”’ 

That was the night they finally set the 
clocks back. After tending to young David, 
the doctor sat down for a chat, and a couple 
of hours later reared up exclaiming, “Holy 
smoke, it can’t be four a.m.!"" Walter, who 
makes his observations and reports on Green- 
wich time (seven hours ahead of Rocky 
Mountain time), liked having all the clocks 
set ahead. After this incident, Janet, with 
femmine logic, persuaded him to reform: 
“You can kid yourself in the observatory, 
but in here we ought to use reai/ time.” 

Walter and Janet can’t help wondering, 
sometimes, how all this came to pass. They 
can remember the days when Walter was a 
postgraduate physics student at Harvard. 
And how they met on a blind dgte, and how, 
when they decided to come west, friends and 
relatives doubted out loud that a new mar- 
riage could stand such conditions. 


They Share Kids Completely 


Burt it worked. “Probably the smartest thing 
we ever did,”’ says Walter, “was to have kids 
and make ourselves a real family. Janet 
helped me all she could with my work, but 
there was a limit to how much she could share. 
The kids we can share completely.” 

Before long, Harvard and the University 
of Colorado may set up a new coronagraph 
project at Boulder, Col. That means, if the 
Robertses stick with it, a drop of one mile and 
a whole new world of associations. 

But they seem to be in no hurry about 
it. They like their present world with all 
its strangeness. And sometimes it’s as 
strange as a dream. Observe, for example, a 
scene in their kitchen. Walter is at the stove, 
casually picking eggs from a pot of boiling 
water with his bare hands. Janet murmurs 
something about the string beans being almost 
done ... “‘they’ve been on for two hours.” 

Then there’s an explosion, with powder fly- 
ing to the ceiling, as she opens a can of cocoa 
for the kids. That’s what happens in a place 
where water's boiling point is 189 degrees 
instead of the usual 212, where everything 
takes longer to cook, and where the atmos- 
pheric pressure is much less than the pressure 
inside a can sealed at sea level.

stay in ths house while I am in 
Rome, and a message left in this book 
will find me. 

It would be simple now to suggest 
the Keats House as a meeting place; 
but he could not alter the Louvre 
message, which it was just possible 
his fellow-survivor might have 
found if her departure from Paris 
had been delayed. He tore a fresh 
page from the end of the visitor’s 
book, and wrote, in large letters, a 
further message: 

To EVELYN HAMILTON

to the nearest gyp artist. Instead, ask a 
Mexican housewife what to do. She’ll tell 
you of a place in Mexico City which was 
founded to help persons in a tough spot elude 
the grasp of larcenous pawnshop keepers. 

Tourists rarely hear of the Nactonal Monte 
de Piedad. In our jargon it would be called 
the national pawnshop. Mexicans have been 
using it more years than there has been a 
U. S. government, love it the way an Amer- 
ican woman loves a bargain basement. 

To a housewife of Mexico it’s the place 
to buy excellent furniture cheap, to get 
anything from a $10,000 jeweled trinket to 
a dime-store pencil. And if the larder’s 
empty, she can tide the family over with a 
loan on her sewing machine. 

This unusual institution is housed in the 
huge palace Hernando Cortes, conqueror of 
Mexico, built centuries ago. Now, as al- 
ways, its business is thriving. Clients ar- 
rive in Cadillacs, on burros or bare feet. 

The Monie has six large storerooms. Walls 
of these storerooms are covered with shelves 
bearing all kinds of typewriters, silverware, 
ivory and wood crucifixes. One department 
holds nothing but cameras and binoculars. 


The jewel room alone holds ornaments val- 


ued at about $3,700,000 in our money. 


Axis Agents Chuck Cameras 


THe public is allowed only in the large 
showrooms on the main floor. Here, cus- 
tomers examine the overdue articles to be 
sold. Camera fans hang over the showcases 
admiring cameras and binoculars chucked 
by Axis agents when war began. 

““Gosh,”’ one American said, “I can see 
why they dumped them. Anybody with field 
glasses always looks like a spy.”’ 

On display are cases filled with watches 
and jewelry, rooms packed with finely bound 
books. In one areaway are grouped pianos 
priced at the Mexican equivalent of $25. 

Every month the Monie holds three or 
four auctions. Articles put up for sale are 
those which have been in storage seven 
months or longer. All are priced slightly less 
than similar articles in secondhand stores. 

Complete records are kept on every object 
and the person who brought it in for a loan. 
When an item is sold, the owner receives all 


money over and above the loan and inter- 
est — usually about one half of one per cent 
per month, somewhat low for pawnshops. 

The institution is a monument to a man 
whose ideals would disconcert the loan 
sharks of our time. 

A Spanish count, Conde de Regla don 
Pedro Romero de Terreros, got his idea just 
203 years ago. He wasn’t satisfied with the 
usual meager charity handouts, wanted to 
do more for the needy. He planned to allevi- 
ate —- through loans — the financial crises 
of the poor. And he decided not to charge 


any interest. Other wealthy friends of his 


would help with donations. 


Pamily Always On the Board 


For 32 years the Conde worked to get his 
plan in operation, finally won the Spanish 
King’s permission.and opened the Monte’s 
doors in 1775, just a year before Thomas 
Jefferson drew up America’s Declaration of 
Independence. A male member of the 
Conde’s family has sat on the Board of 
Directors ever since. 

The Monte is one of the few projects 
begun by royal decree that lasted through 
the Mexican Revolution. Still a private in- 
stitution, it is supervised by the government. 

The present chairman of the Monte’s 
Board, the sixth generation male member 
of the founder’s family, is Sefior Romero de 
Terreros. He's a tall, handsome Mexican 
whose white hair contrasts with the neat 
black suit he invariably wears. 

“I learned English at Oxford,’ he says. 
“But I forgot it in Mexico.” 

Sefior Romero de Terreros customarily 
shows visitors through the Monte, then 
through his office where portraits of his 
ancestors hang on the walls. 

The Sefior sighs. ““The plan of supporting 
the Monte with donations — so dear to my 
ancestor's heart — did not work. Soon after 
the Monte was founded, the donations grad- 
ually stopped. We had to charge interest. 
It’s always been kept as low as pos-

sible. 

About 900 employees work for the Monte. 
They're proud.of their jobs. Also, they’re 
sensitive about the Monte's name, would 
prefer that no one refer to it as a pawnshop 
but always as a national loan bank. 

Each worker knows why the Monte was 
founded, works hard with Senor Romero to 
accomplish this service to the poor. 

“‘We may never again be able to loan 
without charging mterest,”’ says Sefior 
Romero, “but the people know we are on 
their side, and our hearts are with them.”

The Robertsons are famous as 
duo pianists. And they’re 
just as good as duo cooks... 


ARTLETT and Robertson, those interna- 
B tionally celebrated dud pianists — Mr. 
and Mrs. Rae Robertson in private life — 
have a second talent in common, the art of 
cooking. Dinner is but a matter of minutes 
when the duo cooks get heads and hands 
together preparing a meal. 

The Robertsons admit to being a couple 
of gypsies; they loathe possessions, they live 
out of trunks. But when the trunks are un- 
packed, out comes a cooking pot — gypsies 
like eating! 

Heavily booked concert schedules fail to 
prevent the Robertson team from enjoying 
home cooking although home’s a hotel. 
Wherever they go, they ask for a kitchenette 
suite. Their cooking equipment is a world- 
traveled battered enamel teapot, a pressure 
cooker, a frying pan, a spoon, a paring knife, 
a small wooden mallet. Now everything's 
set for a fine little dinner. 


Let’s Eat Steak 


Rae does the shopping; he likes scouting 
markets. Let’s have a steak dinner. Sirloin’s 
the order cut thin as the meat man will slice 
it. Rae himself finishes the thinning by 
pounding the meat almost into oblivion. 
That’s the job-for the mallet. 

Ready now, heat a couple of tablespoons 
of butter in the small frying pan, add a dash 
of Worcestershire sauce, drop in the tissue- 
thin steaks, sprinkle over two tablespoons 
of finely cut parsley. Fry two minutes on 
one side, then one minute on the other. 
Now to the hot serving plate. Pour over 
parsley-butter. 

Here Ethel takes the lead, the vegetables 
are ready to turn from the pressure cooker. 
Dinner’s done — but a 10-minute job! Tea 
for this English (Bartlett)-Scotch (Robert- 
son) couple. Fresh fruit for dessert. They 
never eat sweets, to keep their figures trim. 

The Robertsons have a touch of eggo- 
mania. They agree eggs are just dandy. 
They got the egg habit when their budget 
was slim, when they were but rising young 
pianists, just married and touring in Eng- 
land. Before concerts a poached or boiled 
egg with tea, that’s quite enough. 


Nothing finer, they claim, than cauli- 
flower omelet. Two eggs apiece are whipped 
up, salt-and-pepper seasoned, then into a 
hot pan well anointed with butter. 

When the omelet has barely set on the 
bottom, grated Cheddar is sprinkled over. 
Quickly now Ethel adds the flowerettes of 
“‘pressure-cooked”’ cauliflower, dressed with 
salt and butter. A silver knife to loosen the 
outer edge of the omelet. Rae holds the pan 
in a manner to concentrate the heat on the 
unloosened half. A professional flip and the 
omelet folds over, the brown bottom eclips- 
ing the cheese and the vegetable. Quick as 
lightning the hot platter is plopped 
over the pan and flip goes the omelet, 
bottom-side up. Grateful sighs with 
the eating. 

Last summer when the Robertsons were 
vacationing in Rancho Santa Fe, California, 
they invented a new dish during the days 
when meat was extinct. “‘Fish fillets again ?’’ 
exploded Rae, “‘What can you do about it?’’ 
asked the more passive Ethel. ‘“‘Do about it? 
Let’s revise the fish score. What's in the re- 
frigerator?”’ 

Things began happening. “‘Here are fresh 
mushrooms!” called Ethel. “Chuck ‘em in,” 
ordered Rae. “‘Add plenty of herbs and don’t 
forget shallot.’* That dish turned out a won- 
der, the premiere of dinner. So delicate the 
flavor, how piquant the sauce — ‘“‘What 
shall we call it?’ At the time the Robertsons 
were working on a new two-piano arrange- 
ment of Debussy’s “Clair de Lune.”’ Why 
not name it just that? 

Fillets ‘“‘Clair de Lune’’ 

1% pounds fillet of haddock 

2 tablespoons flour 

14 tablespoon salt 

14 teaspoon pepper 

1 tablespoon mixed herbs 

1 shallot, minced 

14 pound mushrooms, thinly sliced 

3 tablespoons butter 

14 cup water 

2 peeled tomatoes, thinly sliced 

Place fillets, two layers deep, in a large, 
shallow casserole. Mix salt, pepper and herbs 
and sprinkle over fillets. Dot well with 
butter. Spread half the mushrooms, shallot 
and tomato slices over each layer. Pour over 
water and bake in a moderate oven (350°F.)
